vily on his mind, deeply concerned as his Wigſhip was 


for the decreaſing piety of the realm, and for which he 
now roſe to treſpaſs on the attention of the Houſe, by a 
few obſervations, and to ſuggeſt ſome remedy. 5 
The ſubject to which he alluded was, the ſhameful pro- 
phanation of the ſabbath day, by perſons in higher life, 
whoſe example was but too apt, in ill courſes, to deſcend 
to the lower ranks in ſociety, The evils to which he 
would ſpecifically allude were, concerts, caſſino parties, 
drums, and viſiting tours on the ſabbath day, His Lord - 
ſhip's antipathy to gambling of all ſorts, was no ſecret, 


any more than his veneration for the ſabbath, But while 
he was ready to give full credit to the faſhionable circles, 


for their exemplary attendance, at any faſhionable church, 
when a faſhionable Preacher had announced à benefit 
ſermon for a fafhionable charity, yet he could not alto- 
gether approve the next ſtep of thoſe perſonages, to daſh 
off in their coaches, from the houſe of prayer, on a tour 
round town, to alarm whole neighbourhoods, and ter- 
rify the fick, by the thundering tantararara's of their 
lacqueys at the hall doors of their chronies, and ſuper- 
intend the delivery of their viſiting cards ; and again, 
in the evenings, to ſweep through the ſtreets in their car- 
riages, at full gallop, trampling over old women, chil- 
dren, and drunken beggars, and ſulfocating the populace 
with the ſmoak of their blazing flams, on their way to 
routs, card-parties, and other falhionable ciots. 


Ilia Wi ſhip ſhould not perhaps have been urged to 
comment ſo pointedly on this ſubject, if he had not fre- 
quently ſeen ſeveral of thoſe carriages richly emblazoned 
with mitre;—but he hoped he ſhould not for this remark 
be ſuppoſed to infer that any members of that reverend

bench gave their ſanction to a practice which they de- 
cried in doctrine. His Wigſhip well knew that his Dal- - 
keian Majeſty, from whom Prelates as well as Piers bor- 
_ rowed the luſtre of their dignity, was a ſecond David in 
holineſs, and never gave his high ſanction to ſuch pro- 


phanation— It would not have been matter of wonder if

perſons in ſubordinate claſſes of life, whoſe . purſuits' on 


the other ſix days of the week neceſſarily precluded viſits 


and amuſements, ſhould be tempted to occupy a part of 
their ſabbaths in that way, But there was no excuſe for 


the rich, whoſe time was always at their own diſpoſal, 
and whoſe duty it was to ſet good example to their infe · 
riors, and thereby attract reſpe& to themſelves. His 


Wigſhip concluded by moving for leave to bring in a bill 
for the better conſervation of the Sabbath amongſt. per - 


ſons in high life, and for the prevention of card playing 
and other prophane amuſgnents on that dax. 


The Biſhop of MeaTH-oTRERT was extremely ſorry to 


obſerve a principle of revolutionary innovation ſo preva - 
lent in the ſpeeches of ſome Noble Peers, holding out 


mach worſe example to the lower orders, than any thing 


the Noble Peer had now complained of, It was the re- 


volutionary faſhion of the times, for men in all ranks to 
abandon their own concerns, and obtrude upon thoſe of 


their neighbours, totally out of their ſphere, and beyond 
their capacity, Thus it was, that tradeſmen, abandoning 
their tools, their counters and their copnting- houſes, 


aſſumed to be politicians, ſtateſmen, or generals. They 


ſcrutinized treaties, they condemned the meaſures of 


Miniſters, and they cenſured the operations of Generals 
And it would now ſeem, that Noble 


and Admirals. 
Pee's, abandoning the more appropriate concerns of the 
gaming table, the flables, or the kennel, were diſpoſed to 
turn Preachers, and to encroach upon the privileges of 
the Biſhops in that Houſe. There was ſo ſtrong a daſb

of Puritanical zeal in the arguments cf the Noble Peer, ſo 
much of extra rigidity in the ſcandal he had taken, at a_ 
few innocent amuſements of faſhionable people on an 
idle day, that it would ſeem he had been lit by ſome of

them, and proportion their ingredients in the ſermons, 
according to the rank and underſtandings of their con- 
gregations, | 1 


Was the Noble Peer not aware, that in ſocial and con- 
ſtitutional uſage, that which would be a crime puniſhable 
with tranſportation or death in one of the mob, is per- 
ſectly venial, in a hundred fold degree of aggra vation 
in one of the privileged orders. A wretch, for in- 
| ſtance, who would rob a baker of * for his ſtat ving 

family, or one of their Wigſhip's of a fver ſpoon, to pur · 
chaſe covering ſor his naked children, would be tranſ- 
ee or hanged without mercy, while the Nobs of that 
ouſe, or the Members of the Lower Aſſembly might, 
if they pleaſed, rob the whole country of its deareſt and 
moſt valuable rights, and the whole people of their ineſ- 
timable Jiberties, and ſell both to a Secretary, for any 
ice they choſe, not only with impunity, but with new 
nours, careſſes and diſtinftions? 


Was the noble Pier not aware, that if the wife of a 
common weaver, for inſtance, was diſcovered by her huſ- 
band in an accidental flip of conjugal chaſtity, ſhe was 
inſtantly trimmed by her huſband in Biſbop's livery, that 
is to ſay, beaten black and blue, turned out of doors, 
deſpiſed by her neighbours, to b or farve, and divorced 
by the ſummary proceſs of an advertiſement in the Pim- 
lico Gazette—-ſetting forth her crime, and cautioning all 

ns not to thru her on his account. Whereas if a 
lady of rank thought proper to commit ſauæ paus in the 
way of crim. con, Her LadyſhiÞ was not to be ſhook off in 
that diireſpeAful manner, for nothing ſhort of a divorce in 
Doctors Commons, an act of Parliament, and the ſettle- 
ment of a round jointure for ſeparate maintenance, with 
leave tomatrry again, could enable her injured huſband 
to get decently rid of her : and then, ſo far from being 
deſpiſed by her faſhionable chronies, ſhe was as warmly 
careſſed as ever, while only her cornuted huſband became 
the butt of ridicule and contempt ? 


Was the noble Lord not aware on the other hand, 
that thoſe ordinary habits of common honeſty and natu- 
ral affectiop, ſuch as punctual payments, and domeſtic 
tenderneſs for parent, huſband, children, or relatives, 
which no body thinks any thing of amonglt plebeians, are 
extolled inthe higher orders, to the very tkics, as the moſt 
tranſcendant and exemplary virtues ? | 


Did the noble Pier not know that in military life, a 


ſoldier, for an oath or a drunken fit, would be called to 
court martial, and have the fleſh whipt from his bones, 
while his officer for a thouaſand ſuch peccadilloes would 


not only paſs with impunity, but be called a pleaſant, 
rattling, jolly fellow? ” 

Did the noble Pier never hear of the maxim of M,. 
Pope, touching eccleſiaſtical life—that 
| A uint in crape, is tapice a ſaintin'Lawn.” 
And that in exact proportion to rank in life is the eſlima. 
tion of virtue and vice. That in the lower orders, great 
virtues go for nothing, while ſmall vices are magnified, 


but the ratio in the higher ranks, was exactly the in. 
. yerſe ? 


And if it was thus in the order of the STATE, was 
the noble Pier ſo uninformed of the ſolemn marriage cf 
the State with the Cyurcs, as to wiſh to ſet the latter at 
variance with the former. It might indeed do very 
well for a Trojan Pricf} or a Mabel Preacher, to mag- 
nify the petty ſins of their vulgar congregation into 


ſcarlet crimes, or flagitious immoralities—to preach at their 


faults with vehemence and fury, and deal ont among 
them by wholeſale hell fire and damnation but did the 
noble Pier imagine ſuch liberties could be taken with a 
refined and faſhionable congregation of high ſenſibilities 
and dignified feelings —Did the noble Pier imagine 
their faults were to be handled with that ſort of vulgar 
and ſavage roughneſs ?!—=Or was it to be imagined they 
would abandon their faſhionable paſtimes on Sundays, 
and fit in all the dowdy demureneſs of Swadlers or 
Quakers, to talk morality, and read the bible ?—lt was 
in vain to expect it, without a total revolution in the order 
of things ; and was the noble Pier willing to venture on 
any thing revolutionary in theſe times? If the lower or- 
ders had a mind to be virtuous or decorous or religious— 


people of faſhion did not want to hinder them — and there 


were preachers enough in all conſcience to tell them what 
to do, without, calling on ladies of faſhion to feugle for 


the exerciſe of the cannaille, and ſet them the rim exam- 


ple of manners and motion. Beſide, where thoje ladies 
contributed largely to charity ſermons on a Sunday morn- 
ing, it was the leaſt they could expect to have the re- 
m inder of the day at their diſpoſal, and if they did com- 
mit a ſew peccadilloes—** Charity covereth a multitude 
of ſins.” —For his own part he ſhould oppoſe the bill 
whenever it ſhould come forward—in all its „ages. 


The Earl of WzsTLaxD faid he ſhould ſupport the 
bill; and the mention of ſlages jult made by the Reverend 
Prelate, put him in mind of ſtill ſtronger reaſons for ſup- 


porting it, and of ſome regulations highly neceſſary to 


be made with reſpe& to ſtage amuſements ; the firll of 


which would be the total exploſion of private theatrical, 
which were nothing better, in every country where they 


were allowed, than hot-beds for the culture of horns. 


For, what, between The Merry Wives, The Beaux Sira- 
tagem, Faſhionable Levities, Female Frailtics, Leve a la 
Mode, The Contented Cucholds, and a number of other 
ſuch dramatic pieces, the uſual foct plays of ſuch thea- 
tres, it would, ere long, become impoſſible for quiet huſ-

The Honontrable Member could not 
be ignorant that it was a principle as broadly. eſta- 
bliſhed, and as demon{iratively proved as any axiom in 
common experience, that the profeſſion of Parliament 
in Pimlico was as much an occupation of lucrative practice 
as that of the Seneſchals courts, and that the doctrine that 
fortune was neceſſary to ſecure the independence of a 
Member of that Houſe was long and utterly exploded— 
What then was the object of the motion, but to ex- 


pole the nudities of Gentlemens” circumſtances, as if 


the vote of a member without a foot of property in 
this or any other country, did not tell juſt as well in a

This produced a converſation in which above fifty 
Members, not poſſeſſing an inch ſquare of landed pro- 
perty in Pimlico, ſpoke againſt the motion, and: it was 
finally negatived - on appeal to the Book of Numbers.

Sir, the Hon. Gentleman very 
well knows that the forry reſources I have mentioned, 
with alittle agency now and then in playing tricks to keep 
up Canal Debentures, is all that will be left us, after the 
Union ſhall take place, if this bill ſhonld paſs into law in

I before ſaid, to downright ceconomy—obliged to diſcard 
one-half their uſual number of Wh and horſes—and to 


tipple humble port and punch, inſtead of claret and cham- 


fagr—And if ſome effectual means are not deviſed to make 


up for the reduction of their incomes, they mult really be 


forced to abandon the purſuits of their proſeſſional inge- 
nuity, and betake themſelves to farming, manufacturing, 
or ſome other dull honeſt employment. I am ſure, Sir, 
1 ſpeak in the hearing of Gentlemen who know the merits 


of the profeſion—and often felt their utility; and whoſe 


ſupport I have no doubt of meeting to this bill.

Thoſe terms had of late become fo much in application 
to an infinite and contradictory variety of lot, geſlurer, 


ofions, awords, and opinions, that it was highly probable. 


there were few of theirWigſhips who had not incured under 
ſuch wide conſtruRion, ſome one of the charges implied by 
thoſe words—And his Dalkeian Majeſty was hourly liable 


to be deprived of ſome of his beſt and moſt loyal ſubjcQs, 


as traitors and rebels. :

As to the cannaille— there was enough of them ſtill leſt 
to afford ſacrifices for exatnple-ſake, and the hanging a 
Coren or two groſs of them, in miſtake, made but a 
trifling irem in the account of fateſmon-/bip.

to be ſure a certain je ne ſcais quoi about a rebel; which 
could not de deſcribed in terms, but which as certainly 


carried to the diſcerning eye, the conviction of guilt, as 
the moſt irrefragable evidence of facts. But then this might 
be miſtaken, there might be ſome even of their Wigſhips 
who looked much more like thieves than bi/hops, and who 
to ordinary perception certainly looked as much like re bels,. 


as many of thoſe who were accuſed and hanged for the, 


crime. 


Voyal men too, very often, im the exceſs of their zeal, 


were ſo filled with horror toward treaſon and rebellion, 


that they called every word and every thing by that name, 

and fancied that in every man they ſaw a ſaucer-eyed, url!
